The Hecret or tteorfe Eliot's Lore. 


The life of George Eliot was it- 


self a romance. Shrinking, it is 
said, from notoriety, her private 
career has been as much diacuswd 
•s that of any woman in England. 
Information concerning her was not 
always accurate, and what the curi- 
ous public conld not determine in 
any other way it conjectured. 
Her 


fortune was strangely linked with 
that of a brilliant man of letters, 
with whom she lived as wife for 
many years, and to whom she was, 
notwithstanding rumors to the con- 
trary, never married. When "Adam 
Bede" was published it attracted 
the attention of Mr. George Henry 
Lewes, who pronounced it to be a 
work of 
extraordinary 
genius. 


Thinking thus, he eagerly sought 
the personal acquaintance of the 
author, especially as he was told 
that she was a woman of well mark- 
ed and peculiar, but attractive char- 
acter. Failing in any other way to 
obtain an introduction, he took the 
step of writing to her and of offer- 
ing her any literary assistance in his 
power. Her letter of thanks was 
followed by a correspondence, and 
the letlers ot Mr. Lewes, overcom- 
ing the reserve of George Eiiot, she 
at last consented to an interview. 
Mr. Lewes was in a peculiar jiosi- 
tion. He was legally married. His 
wife a handsome but wayward wo- 
man, had some years before eloped 
with a lover. 
Under her protesta- 


tions of repentance, he had forgiven 
her this offense, and had received 
her again as a wiie. This was a 
condonation of her crime which, 
when afterward she eloped again, 
prevented him from obtaining a di- 
vorce from the bond of matrimony. 
He could not marry while his wile 
lived. Under these circumstances, 
the parties, after some consultation 
of friends, determined to dispense 
with the usual formalities of the 
church, and to join their fortunes 
under no other sanction than that 
of their common love. The novel- 
ist was always called a Her the union 
Mrs. Lewes. When the real Mrs. 
Lewes died it was thought that a 
legal union would be entered into, 
ana there were rumors that it had 
been. These, however, were dissi- 
pated when George Eliot, as the 
executrix of Mr. Lewes, declared 
herself a "spinster," and affixed to 
her affidavits the name of "Marian 
Evans." The peculiarity of her so- 
cial position is said to have in- 
creased her disinclination to mingle 
in general society. 
Her seclusion 


remained 
as persistent as ever, 


though she received a few of her 
own apd her husband's friends. 


Mr. Lewes died Nov. TO, 1878, 


and in May last Marian Evans, to 
the surprise, imt to say the aston- 
ishment, of every one, was married 
by that name (o Mr.' John Walton 
Cross, a merchant in the city of 
Tioudon. 
He was many 
years 


younger than herself, and this i« 
about all that is known of him.

Otto Dressel, a wealthy German of this 
«ity, committed suicide by shooting 
himself at his office about noon to-day. 
A revolver of large caliber was used ; 
the ball passed through the right eye 
and probably produced instant death. 
Parties who heard the shooting sup- 
posed that Mr. Dressel was shooting 
rate, but a clerk in an adjoining office 
for some reason supposed something 
was wrong, procured assistance, and in 
forcing thejjjdoors, found Dresscl dead 
upon the Boor. It, ia intimated thai 
Dressel had lately met with financial 
losses, and that induced him to commil 
the deed. Dressel leaves a wife ant 
several interesting children, one being 
an officer nf the navy, now absent on a 
cruise. Mr. Dressel left Germany dur 
ing the troubles nf 1849, and had for 
many years been a leading Democratic 
politician, and has served this district 
aa a member of the Legislature. His 
suicide created an immense sensation 
as he was wealthy, happily married am 
.universally respected.
